By damaging the bolls, weevils 
will destroy more cotton in a 
few days than they can in weeks 
of puncturing squares, warned 
Mr. Speed.

British Report New Drug 


Cures Colds Overnight 


LONDON—A new drug called CF9, 
that may cure the common cold 
overnight, has been developed by 
British scientists. 

The common cold has long been 
the worst enemy of modern times, 
probably causing more loss of time 
and money than any other minor 
ailment. If the drug can cure a cold 
overnight it will be one of the great- 
est discoveries in recent years. 

The scientists said it may be used 
in treating diseases in the virus 
group, including influenza, measles, 
scarlet fever, smallpox, and in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Developed by the Endenhall clin- 
ical research center in London, the 
drug has been used by six mem- 
bers of the research staff to cure 
their colds. 

It has been tested extensively by 
veterinarians in treating neuro- 
pathic virus in dogs. The disease 
usually was 80 per cent fatal. Vet- 
erinarians using CF9 reported 80 
per cent of the cases were cured. 

The center began work three 
years ago, Its mission was to find | 
a new type treatment for cancer. | 
Out of the research emerged CF9. }

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Judge Daniel Gillis was elect- 
ed the fifth Probate Judge of 
Coffee County in November 1874 
and died after serving three and 
one-half years of his term, His 
death came on May 7, 1878. 

Judge Gillis was born on Sep- 
tember 15, 1837, in Barbour 
County, in the portion which 
was formerly Pike County. He 
was the son of Alexander and 
Margaret Gillis. His mother and 
father were both born in the 
highlands of Scotland, They 
moved from Barbour to Coffee 
County while Daniel was a com- 
paratively young man, in 1860. 

Judge Gillis’ family were all 
poor people with little opportun- 
ity for obtaining an education, 
yet were of the hardy Scotch 
class who entertained high 
ideals, were honest, good livers, 
and good citizens. Judge Gillis 
and most of his family were 
Presbyterians, and he was also 
a Master Mason, member of the 
Elba Lodge 170. 


Judge Gillis’ parents believed 
in educating their children, and 
did well in preparing them for 
their life work. Prior to his elec- 
tion as Probate Judge, Daniel 
Gillis taught school before and 
after the war. He was teaching 
school near Woodland Grove 
when he was married to Miss 
Mary E. Johnson, daughter of 
Felder and Julia Johnson, on 
April 14, 1867. Judge Gillis at- 
tended the schools of Coffee 
County but was unable to get a 
college education. He was a true 
advocate of education, and on 
his death bed he made the re- 
quest of his wife that she strive 
to educate their children. 


Judge Gillis was a Confederate 
Soldier and was Orderly Set. uf 
Company “B”, 216 Regiment, 
Georgia Volunteers. He perform- 
ed gallant service during the 
Civil War, being in several bat- 
tles and was wounded in the 
right knee at the battle of Get- 
tysburg, Pa. on July 5, 1863. This 
wound gave him trouble until 
his death. His physician, the late 
doctor (and later judge) F. M. 

&Rushing, said that the wcund 
caused his early death. The leg 
was amputated and he wore a 
wooden leg, Judge Gillis was the 
third Probate Judge whe has 
seen service in the Civil War. 

At the time he was elected 
probate judge, he was residing 
at Clintonville. When he moved 
to Elba he purchased the resi- 


dence of B. M. Weeks, just south 
of the old Methodist Church site 
on Beaver Dam Creek and loca-

Judge Gillis was much loved 
jand admired by all who knew 
him. His untimely death brought 
great grief to his friends throu- 
'ghout the County. He was honest 
upright and courteous, capable 
and efficient in the discharge of 
all duties, He was a Democrat of 
‘the old South and was serving as 
Probate Judge during the days 
of Governor George 5S. Houston, 
when the new constitution of 
1875 was framed and adopted 
and a new era set in. Judge Gil- 
lis is the only Probate Judge of 
Coffee County who ever died in 
office, 

The total population of Coffee 
County in 1889 was only 8110 
1288 of these were Negroes. Jud- 
ge Gillis and his Courty Com- 
missioners of 73 years ago had 
embarassing financial problems, 
The new constitution limited 
the tax rate, and at the April 


term, 1876, the Commissioners 
Court adopted the following 
resolution: 


“Whereas the obligations of 
indebtedness of Coffee County 
are worth less than their par 
value, and, Whereas, the one- 
fourth of one percent now allow- 
ed to be collected by the Consti- 
tution of Alabama to pay indeb- 
tedness existing prior to the 16th 
day of November, 1875, is insuf- 
ficient to promptly pay such in- 
‘debtedness; Therefore, we, the 
County Commissioners for said 
county do hereby propose a com- 
promise of said indebtedness 
under the provisions of an act 
entitled an act to compromise 
the debts of any county in the 
State whose obligations are 
worth less than their par value, 
which act was approved by the 
Court that at least 60 days no- 
tice be given by posting written 
notices at the Court House door 
and at three other public places 
in said County”. 

In August, 1876, the Court re- 
jected all offers of compromise 
of the debts prior to November 
16, 1875, for over 50 cents on the 
dollar. There was levied 20 cents 
on the State tax for compromise 
of these debts, 25 cents to be 
applied in .payment of jury 
caims, 25 cents to be applied in 
keeping the County paupers, 50 
cents to be applied to the gene- 
ral funds, and 75 cents to be ap- 
plied in payment of claims 
against the building and repair- 
ing of public buildings in the 
County. 

It was during Judge Gillis’s 
administration that several of 
the beats in the county were 
changed.

British Report New Drug 


Cures Colds Overnight 


LONDON—A new drug called CF9, 
that may cure the common cold 
overnight, has been developed by 
British scientists. 

The common cold has long been 
the worst enemy of modern times, 
probably causing more loss of time 
and money than any other minor 
ailment. If the drug can cure a cold 
overnight it will be one of the great- 
est discoveries in recent years, 

The scientists said it may be used 
in treating diseases in the virus 
group, including influenza, measles, 
scarlet fever, smallpox, and in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Developed by the Endenhall clin- 
ical research center in London, the 
drug has been used by six mem- 
bers of the research staff to cure 
their colds. 

It has been tested extensively by 
veterinarians in treating neuro- 
pathic virus in dogs, The disease 
usually was 80 per cent fatal. Vet- 
erinarians using CF9 reported 80 
per cent of the cases were cured. 

The center began work three 
years ago, Its mission was to find }

TOBERMARY, SCOTLAND—The 
search for a sixteenth century Span- 
ish treasure galleon, reported carry- 
ing about $68,000,000 in gold ducats 
when sunk, has been found accord- 
ing to some reports. 

The British navy has been search- 
ing for the ship for weeks, They re- 
cently came up with two silver 
medallions from the murk of Tober- 
mory bay where the search was con- 
ducted.

In looking over some old rec- 
ords in the probate office, Depu- 
ty Harold English ran across the 
war record in Captain Charles 
M. Cox, father of the late Neb 
Cox, former Elba resident.

Improper Endorsing 
Likely to Prevent 
Cashing Of Check 


The Coffee ‘County Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare today 
asked the cooperation of busi- 
nessmen, store keepers, and oth- 
ers cashing checks for clients 
from the department in making 
sure that the check is properly 
endorsed before it is cashed. 

According to the State Depart- 
ment regulations, each check 
| should be endorsed by the per- 
ison to whom it is made out, and 
'the individual should endorse 
the check by signing the name 
exactly as it is written on the 
check. If the individual receiy- 
ing the check is unable to per- 
sonally sign the check, then the) 
witness should write the individ- 
ual’s name and allow the indi- 
vidual to make his mark. The 
witnesses name and complete 
address should be given below 
the recipients name. 

Children and friends of the 
recipient are warned not to sign 
for the recipient unless they do 
so in the capacity of a witness 
following the procedure outlined 
above. If someone else signs the 
recipient’s name without secur- 
ing the mark of the recipient 
and without witnessing the sig- 
nature and giving their complete 
address, the check is incorrectly 
endorsed even though the indi- 
vidual who acts for the recipient 
may be a son or a daughter, Au- 
ditors are examining signatures 
closely and those not correctly 
endorsed will not be honored by
